Leaders on Both Sides Agree Pa- 


cific Pact Will Be Ratified 


by Small Margin 


Washington, March 23.—The sen- 


ate concluded tonight its long debate 
on the four-power Pacific treaty and 
prepared for its final vote tomorrow, 
with the leaders on both sides private- 
ly ag/eeing that ratification by a nar- 
row jnargin seemed certain.

Maple Must Be Pure. 


Maple sugar producers will be In- 


terested in one part of a recent act 
ot New York Stato 
legislature to 


amend the penal law in relation to 
adulterated food: 


"A person who, with the Intent that 


the same shall bo sold as an unadul- 
terated or undiluted, shall udulterala 
maple 6Ugar, maple syrup or honey, 
With glucoee, cane 
sugar or syrup, 


beet sugar or syrup, or any other sub- 
stance for tho purpose of wale, or who 
shall knowingly sell or offer for sale 
maple sugar, 'maple syrup or honey 
that has been adulterated in any way, 
is guilty ot a misdemeanor." 


Every farmer who 
taps a maple 


grove has recognized such a law, but 
they should know that tho state's law 
makers have also recognized jt. This 
will not effect tho maple blendes, pro- 
viding they conform with the Fed- 
eral Food and Drugs Act and state 
clearly the extent to whlrh tho maple 
product Is adulterated with other ma- 
terials.—G. H. Collingwood, Depart- 
ment of Forestry.
